gave the Australian challenger

straight beating 


Wednesday in the best-of-seven 
series for the America's Cup. 


So today, come hell, high wa- 


ter or Intrepid, the two 12-meter 
sloops will have at it for a third 
time over the 24.3-mile triangu- 
lar 
course on Rhode Island 


Sound. 


Despite losing by about one- 


half mile to Intrepid—amount- 
Ing to a 3-mlnute 35-second mar- 
gin—Wright, spokesman for the 
Aussie boat, said, "We were 
tremendously encouraged w i t h 
our performance." 


And, in a lighter wind than 


they had hoped for, the Austral- 
ians improved 
markedly on 


their first-race showing. In that 
one Dame Pattie didn't have the 
drive that Intrepid had to cut 
through seas from a 22-knot 
blow. 


At Wednesday's start, the 


wind was east-northwest and 
about 10 knots. For five minutes 
before the starting gun, Dame 
Pattie's skipper, Jock Sturrock, 
and Bus Mosbacher of Intrepid 
circled each other like a dog 
chasing his tail.

It is trans- 
mitted by personal contact 
(shaking h a n d s , wrestling, 
etc.) but you can add it to the 
list of diseases that are not 
transmitted by toilet seats. 
The lesions are small burrows 
with tiny blisters at one end.

You had 
better have a doctor make a 
firm diagnosis before apply- 
ing what might be the wrong 
treatment.

War. Walt Disney made it into a 
movie, "The Great Locomotive 
Chase." And now that redoubt- 
able old veteran of the rails, The 
General, 
is back in the news 


again. 


This time it's in the court news, 


but from the outburst of temper In 
Chattanooga, The General's old 
home town, it appears that a new 
civil war might be in the making 
between Tennessee and Georgia. 


For 70 years The General has 


been on public display at Chat- 
tanooga. I saw it there myself in 
1926— the very same old wood- 
burner that Union soldiers stole 
during the Civil War and raced 
through the Confederacy in one 
of history's most daring raids. 


Chattanooga thought it owned 


The General by right of posses- 
sion. Public collections had been 
taken up for years to keep the old 
engine spotless. And it was a 
working engine, too. It recently 
steamed out of the Chattanooga 
station and went on a United 
States tour. 


But now the town of Kenne- 


saw, Ga., where The General 
was stolen in the 1860's, 
is 


setting up a Civil War museum, 
wants the old locomotive, and 
suddenly the Louisville & Nash- 
ville Railroad gets highly legal, 
claims it holds title to the old 
engine, and promised to turn it 
over to Georgia. 


But actual delivery was some- 


thing else. They were taking the 
old General away when Chatta- 
nooga's mayor and police sud- 
denly arrested everyone in sight 
and grabbed the heirloom. 


Chattanooga went to court to 


make its position legal, and won 
the first round. But the L. & N. 
Railroad appealed. 


I don't know why I feel like 


intervening in a fight between 
Tennessee and Georgia, but I 
do. Probably it's because 1 per- 
sonally visited the General at 
Chattanooga, because that had 
been its resting place for 70 
years— and because 70 years' 
residence supercedes any other 
plan or claim. 


It just goes to show you that 


The General is Old Man Per- 
sonality-Plus. In his youth he 
was a dashing war hero. Mid- 
dle age found 
him an Elder 


Statesman whom thousands came 
to see and talk to. And as an old 
man he suddenly returns big as 
life to star in a 1967 courtroom 
drama.

totaled 2,103 killed. 


Since the South Vietnamese 


presidential election Sept. 3 
brought an end to a two-month 
lull in ground fighting, the Com- 
munists have repeatedly com- 
mitted big units to battle in the 
north and hurled continual mor- 
tar and artillery barrages at the 
Marines holding the line south 
of the DMZ. The sandbagged, 
underground fortress at Con 
Thien has been a repeated tar- 
get. 


Today's B52 raids smothered 


the jungle routes leading down 
to Con Thien and blasted sus- 
pected artillery gun posits AS 
well as the area north of the 
zone where preparations were 
spotted to install the big SAM 
missiles which can reach an al- 
titude of 70,000 feet. 


Earlier this year the Commu-
